NEED NOT TELL 
THEIR EXACT AGE 


Election Board, Beset by Com- 
plaints, Decides Approx- 
imate Figure Will Do. 


The Election Board, beset by 
complaints of women who objected 
to telling their ages to the regis- 
tration clerks, today backed down 


nounced that an “approximate” 


statement of age would do. 

It did not define the word “ap- 
proximate,” but it is likely that a 
woman of 53 years who terms her- 
self “approximately 40” will not 
find herself in any argument with 
the precinct registration officials. 


“Approximately 20” will not suf- 


fice, as Lll voters must be 21 or 
more by election day. “Over 21” 
will be the formula for youug 
women. 

Chairman Eigel of the board has 
held, until now, that an exact rec- 
ord of age was needed for identi- 
fication of women, as well as men 
voters. But at the board’s meetr- 
ing today, it was pointed out that 
in smaller communities, where vor- 
ers do not have to register. no one 
has to make any statement of age, 
except to give assurance that the 
voting age has been reached. 


BRITISH AUTO MAKER ADOPTS 
AUTOMATIC GEAR SHIFT 


Device on Steering Wheel Gives 
Driver Desired Speed 
Designation.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—The Daily 
Mail says that a “motoring devel- 
opment of first rate importance” 
in the form of an automatic gear 
shifting device has been adopted 
by one of the leading British man- 
ufacturers after successful tests 
over 50,000 miles. 

By this device a driver moves a 
pointer on a quadrant on his steer- 
ing wheel to the desired speed des- 
ignation, steps On a pedal and the 
gear changes “automatically,

Government Overruled on Motion 
to Postpone Perjury Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—A 
motion to postpone the trial of 
Robert W. Stewart of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana was overruled 
by Justice Stafford in the District 
Supreme Court today, and the trial 
was ordered to begin (et. 8 as set 
originally. Stewart will be tried 
on a charge of perjury in connec- 
tion with his testimony. before the 
Senate Teapot Dome Committee. 


The postponement was sought by 
the Government, whose counsel 
represented Senators Walsh of 
Montana and Nye of North Dakota, 
two chief Government witnesses, as 
desirous of delaying their return 
to Washington until after the presi- 
dential campaign.

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FUGITIVEIN EXILE 
SINCE 1888 DIES, 
VINDICATION NEAR 


Maj. Edward A. Burke, 89, 
Once Active in Louisiana 
Politics, Fled to Honduras 
40 Years Ago. 


ACCUSED OF FRAUD 
BUT DENIED CHARGE 


State Official Who Had 
Served in Confederate 
Army Was Almost Ready 


to Return Home Again. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 20.—A 
life into which was crowded a 
Strange series of varying experi- 
ences was ended yesterday with the 
death of Maj. Elward A. Burke at 
Tegucigalpa, Honduras. He was 89 
years old. 

Starting humbly, he rose high and 


then sank to the depths of exile,. 


dying while well along in his effort 


to remove a stigma from his name. } 


Honduras, the place of his death, 
was the place of exile to which he 
fled 40 years ago against an embez- 
ziement charging him with appro- 
priating Louisiana State funds to 
his persoval use while State Treas- 
urer. 

Entrenched in Honduras, which 
refused to surrender him to the 
Un:ted States, the Major grew old 
and feeble in his efforts to have 
the blemish removed from his rec- 
ord of gallantry in the Civil War 
and service to Louisiana. After nu- 
merous failures. his friends:in the 
State finally. succeeded in having 
the indictment quashed last Febru- 
ary, but Maj. Burke still refused to 
return unless he officially was de- 
clared innocent of the charges. 

Dies Awaiting Vindication. 

While waiting, he died, and his 
body probably will be interred in 
his adopted land. 

Forty years ago Maj. Burke, 
flushed with repeated honors by 
his State, surrounded by influential 
friends and with a substantial per- 
sonal fortune, sailed from New Or- 
leans to London to interest British 
capital in Honduras mineral lands, 
While he was. in London, a grand 
jury returned an indictment against 
him on charges of misappropriating 
$200,000. Louisiana was amazed 
and the Major also professed 
amazement when the news reached 
him, and declared he would return 
to face the charges. 

But the Major never returned. 
Instead he went to Honduras and 
stayed there to his dying day. The 
last Louisiana ever saw of him 
was when he took ship four dec- 
ades ago. 

Put Carpetbaggers to Ront. 

Maj. Burke held a warm spot in 
the hearts of Louisianans, as he 
was given credit with doing more 
for Louisiana during the recon- 
struction days than any other one 
man. Before him and his bana 
the carpet-baggers and freed Ne- 
groes were put to rout, and Louisi-. 
ana’s officialdom was reclaimed 
for the whites. He and President 
Davis of the Confederacy enjoyec 
a warm friendship beginning with 
the adoption of Burke’s plan for 
transportation of Southern  sup- 
plies and troops during the war. 
Besides his political and militarv 
activities, Burke also was prom- 
inent as a railroad official of the 
South. 

Employing his magnetic person- 
ality in Honduras, Maj. Burke soon 
became one of the most popular 
men in the country, serving as 
Government Auditor, railroad di- 
rector and manager of mines. ; His 
last public appearance was when, 
as the official representative 
the Honduras Government, he re- 
ceived Col. Lindbrgh. 


SENATOR PHIPPS PROTESTS 
BUT BAGGAGE IS SEARCHED 


Customs Inspectors at New York 
Clear Luggage After Making 
Investigation. 

NEW YORK, . Sept. 25.—The 
baggage of United States Senator 
Lawrence C, Phipps, 
of Colorado, was searched by cus- 
toms agents when he arrived on 
the Ile de France today, but was 
cleared after a higher customs of- 
ficial ordered the investigation ex- 
pedited. 

Senator Phipps protested 
against the search, saying that his 
17 pieces of baggage contained 
nothing dutiable but some minor 
purchases which were listed on his 
declaration. After the search the 
baggage was released and the Sen- 
ator paid the duty, the amount of 
which was not made public.

SAYS ORDER FOR NEW RATES 
TO SOUTHWEST WILL STAND 


P. W. Coyle Thinks Eastern Ship- 
pers Have No Cause to Op- 
pose I. C. C. Decision. 


P. W. Coyle, traffic commission- 
er of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who attended a hearing in New 
York on da ‘petition of New York 


and New England interests for a 
change in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s decision ordering ex- 
tensive changes in freight rates on 
products shipped from the East to 
the Southwest, says no evidence 
was submitted at the hearing that 
will move the commission to mod- 
ify its original order. 

“The commission established the 
principle that all-rail and rail, 
ocean and rail rates should be on 
substantially a mileage basis, using 
3.6 miles of ocean for one n.ile of 
rail,”’ Coyle said.-—“‘The con:imis- 
sion also held that ocean and 
rail lines in establishing rates from 
the Eastern territory into the in- 
terior of the Southwest could not 
change their port rates without 
changing their through-c:ean and 
rail’ rates correspondingly.

Jnukers Building Machine With 
Cabins in the Wings. 
By the Associated Press. 

DESSAU, Germany, Sept. 25.— 
The Junkers Works announced to- 
day that it was constructing an air- 
plane with cabins in the wings ca- 
pable of accommodating 50 passen- 
gers. The company atso js com- 
pleting a new type of sport and 
stunt machine which, it is hoped. 
will break the world’s speed record. 

The Leviathan plane, known as 
J-38, is so large that it cannot be 
~uilt in any of the shops here and 
construction, therefore, is proceed- 
ing in the open air. The machine 
has a span of 147.6 feet and a 
length of 75.5 feet. It will be pow- 
ered with four motors of 500 horse- 
power each. The new speed plane 
will be equipped with flat, instead 
of concave, tin-covered wings 
These will be supported by wires 
according to the American plan of 
construction... It will have a Jupi- 
ter-Crystal motor.

22 VICTIMS OF THEATER 
FIRE BURIED IN ONE GRAVE 


Search of Ruins of Playhouse in 
Madrid Continues; Death 
List May Reach 140.

MADRID, Sept.. 25.—Twenty- 
two of the more than 100 victims 
of the panic and fire in the Nove- 
dades Theater were buried this 
morning in a common grave. Gov- 
ernment and diplomatic officials, 
led by Premier Primo de Rivera 
and the Mayor of Madrid, headed 
the funeral procession. 

The funeral this morning was of 
victims whose families could not 
afford individual plots and cere- 
monies. Several score of other fu- 
nerals have been set for this aft- 
ernoon and tomorrow. 

Workers were still searching the 
ruins today. Authorities estimated 
that the death list might reach 
140.

He 
mistook Trailor for Halli in the 
darkness when the youth knocked 
at the door of his home. Trailor 
was seeking another rancher in the 
vicinity.

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FLYING MUSKETEER 
FALLS TO HIS DEATH 


Lieut. W. L. Cornelius, Second 
of Famous Army Team, 
Killed Near San Diego. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Sept. 
Lieut. W. L. Cornelius, one of two 
survivors of the army's “Three 
Musketeers of the Air,’” who fig- 
ured in the recent Los Angeles air 
races, was killed nere today when 
his plane crashed with another in 
midair at Rockwell Field, North 
Island. 

Lieut, J. J. Williams was killed 
at the air races at Los Angeles two 
weeks ago. Lieut. Irving A. Wood- 
ring now is the sole survivor. 

The “Three Musketeers” were 
members of the Ninety-fifth Pur- 
suit Squadron and formerly were 
in the same flight at Selfridge 
Field, Michigan, when they .were 
attached to the First Pursuit 
Squadron. Lieut. Cornelius’ home 
was at Fort Smith, Ark. 

Lieut. Roger E. Williams of 
Spokane, Wash., was reported se- 
riously injured in the crash. 

It was said the planes piloted 
by Williams and Cornelius locked 
wings while flying in battle for- 
mation. Cornelius is said to have 
jumped from his plane with a par- 
achute but the parachute failed to 
open. 

Army headquarters announced 
that an official report would be 
made later in the day. 

Williams, the guiding daredevil 
of the trio, was killed in Los An- 
geles when the engine of his plane 
faltered while he traveled at a 
dizzv speed and he crashed. The 
other two, however, followed Col. 
Charies A. Lindbergh into the sky 
for some of the most spectacular 
flying of the Los Angeles meet. 

There is a similar group of fly- 
ers in the navy known as the “Sea 
Hawks.” comprising Lieuts.. D. W. 
Tomlinson of the war era, Aaron 
P. Storrs ITI and W. V. Davis, who 
navigated Art Goebel’s Dole prize- 
winning plane to Honolulu. The 
“Sea Hawks” have performed to- 
gether many months, since’ they 
first earned the name of the 
“Blind Bats” for their correct but 
spectacular flying and their reck- 
less air. They live together, in the 
skv, on shore and aboard ship. be- 
ing close friends and fellow’ gradu- 
ates of the United States Naval 
Academy.

to meet the needa, A requisition 
upon national headquarters would 
be made for sufficient funds with 
which to permanently rehabilitete 
the homeless, many of whom now 
are destitute. : 

Adjutant-General Vivien Collins 
has ordered a gradual evacuation 
of state troops who have been do- 
ing patrol duty.

Texas a Political Battleground 
For the First Time in Generation, 


With Explosive Issues Being Used 


Party Leaders No Longer Consider State Bolt 
Of Minor Importance—Predictions as. 
to Outcome in Conflict. 


Dy the Associated Prees, 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 25. 
—Rocked by dissension of surpass- 
ing bitterness, the dry Democratic 
South is passing through a season 
of political trial and torment not 
easily understood by other sections, 
involving possibilities extremely 
difficult to assess. 

Although wholly unable to visu- 
alize a complete obliteration of the 
overwhelming Democratic major- 
ities of other years, party leaders 
no longer regard the Southern bolt 
as the whim of a few agitators. 
They recognize it as a vital force, 
having its fountain-head in issues 
of the most explosive character. 
Protestant ministers and women 
make up an important element in 
its militant leadership, imparting 
nyuch of the fervor of a crusade, 
and its ranks include also politi- 
clans of consequence, who contrib- 
ute the practical knowledge of 
their years of political schooling. 

Church Issue Behind Scenes. 

The issues of prohibition and 
Tammany furnish the visible mo- 
tive power behind this Southern 
thrust at Smith. Whether its real 
mainspring is religion is a much 
argued subject. The Democratic 
regulars do not hesitate to say it 
is, despite repeated denials. It is 
certain that the nominee's Cathol- 
icism is widely talked about 
among the voters, that anti-Catho- 
lic literature is circulated, and that 
some campaign speakers openly 
attack Smith because he is a Cath- 
Olic. Against this attack the Smith 
leaders raise the rallying cries of 
tolerance, white supremacy and 
party loyalty in all kinds of weath- 
er. 

In Texas, largest of the South- 
ern states and rated the banner 
Democratic State of the Union, 
these considerations and uncer- 
tainties are intensified by the 
State’s vast geographical and po- 
litical dimensicus. It is difficult 
for the best informed to make pre- 
dictions. The leaders for end 
against Smith have given the As- 
sociated Press their respective es- 
timates, and the sum total of them 
all is a candid agreement that for 
the first time in a generation, 
Texas is a political battleground 

Many Factors in Fight. 

To understand the immensity of 
the possibilities here involved, it 
is necessary to consider that Texas 
has 254 counties of an average 
area about that of Rhode Island; 
that all forms of organization are 
accordingly handicapped; that the 
voters include alike the flower of 
the old Southern aristocracy, and 
a considerable group of Mexiean 
immigrants; that material irter- 
ests are represented by such al- 
verse symbols as the cotton field, 
the ranch, the oil well, and the 
factory; and that the present -am- 
paign has inherited at least a half 
dozen old political feuds, like tat 
over the Fergusons, and that over 
the klan. 

Over this vast expanse, three 
constitutionally weak organizations 
are attempting to spread their in- 
fluence and incidentally to ascer- 
tain, with indifferent success, what 
really is likely to happen Nov. 6. 
One is the anti-Smith organization, 
militant enough, but showing the 
lack of co-ordination inherent in 
such pioneer ventures. Another is 
the Republican State organization 
so hopelessly in the minority as to 
amount at times to little more than 
a party emblem. Finally, there is 
the Democratic organization, which 
for many years has faced no need 
for a serious campaign and now, 
in its hour of necessity, is handi- 
capped by material defections. Ap- 
parently none of these organiza- 
tions has the machinery just now 
to gauge accurately how the voters 


of 254 counties are likely to per-, 


form on election day. 

Leaders of. Anti-Smith Group. 

At the head of the anti-Smith 
Democrats is Alvin S. Moody, a 
politician of some experience, who 
says his organization now has rep- 
resentation in 150 counties, and 
will be in all of them within an- 
other week. Another leader of 
ey roup is State Senator Tho nas 
B. Love, a former National Com- 
mitteeman and an erstwhile leader 
of the McAdoo-for-President move- 
ment. A third is former Gov. O. 
B. Colquitt, who, strangely enough, 
has in past times” opposed both 
prohibition and the klan. 

It is asserted by the anti-Smith 
leaders that the Methodist and 
Baptist ministers of the State .-re 
virtually unanimous for Hoover, 


and that nearly half of the weekly 
and small daily papers are out 
against Smith. Large defections 
are claimed in the cities, and these 
leaders predict Hoover will carry 
every important city in Texas. 
Moody told the Associated Press 
that his organization regarded

anything else:the issue.” 
Plans Speaking Campaign.

The corre- 
spondent who asked for samples 
of what was being sent to voters 
was handed a sheaf including a 
pamphlet on prohibition, printed 
by the Anti-Saloon League; a page 
of editorials bearing the imprint 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee; a facismile of a letter whit- 
ten last April by Josephus Daniels, 
saying Smith’s nomination would 
be a “fatal mistake;” a copy of 
“The Constitutional Democrat,” is- 
sued from the office of. former 
Gov. Colquitt, reproducing a speech 
by Mayor: Walker of New York, 
with the notation that the Mayor 
had inferred he would favor “es- 
tablishing diplomatie connection 
between the United States Govern- 
ment and the Pope at Rome; a 
copy of a publication called “‘The 
Advance,” containing an editorial 
on “Does Al Smith Drink Booze?” 
and a signed contribution discuss- 
ing Catholic marriage doctrines 
and urging voters not to support 
‘“‘Al Smith or anyone else who sub- 
scribes to these monstrous teach- 
ings of Roman Catholicism.” 

G. O. P, Aids Anti-Smith Men. 

The Republican State organiza- 
tion is co-operating directly with 
the anti-Smith Democrats, but it 
specifically disclaims any connec- 
tion whatever with the religious 
issues. R. B. Creager, Republican 
National Committeeman, told the 
correspondent that “the Republi- 
can party in Texas has not and will 
not raise any religious or personal 
issue.” 

A considerable speaking cam- 
paign is projected by the Republi- 
cans. 

Finally the Democratic regulars 
have opened headquarters and are 
conducting an active campaign for 
the first time in years. They will 
have Nationally known speakers, 
including Texas own Senator Shep- 
pard, author of the prohibition 
amendment.

‘Don’t Be Afraid of the Ex- 
pense,’ Record at Hearing 
Shows M. L. Aylesworth 
Told Convention Group.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—J. S. 
Thomas of Birmingham, director 
of the extension Wivision of Ala- 
bama University, testified before 
the Federal Trade Commission to- 
day that in addition to his univer- 
sity salary he had received $666 a 
month from the Alabama Power 
Co. and the Birmingham Electric 
Co. for his services as speaker, 
propagandist and economist. 

Thomas justified his activities 
for the power companies on the 
ground that he had been interest- 
el in thé industrial development 
of his State for many years. He 
said that he had given many ad- 
dresses before rotary, Kiwanis and 
Civitan clubs, to which he was in- 
troduced as director of the uni- 
versity extension service. 

The’ other witness before the 
commission today was C. M,; .Kil- 
ian of Atlanta, secretary of the 
Southwestern division of the Na- 
tional: Electric Light Association. 
He identified speeehes- given un- 
der the auspices of his division, 
one of which was by John F. Gil- 
christ, vice president of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. of Chicago, 
or. “getting the Public Utility mes- 
sage to the public schools,” deliv- 
ered at the Memphis convention of 
the division in 1927. 

Urged to “Bring More Ladies.” 

Judge Robert E. Healy, counsel 
for the’ commission, caused consid- 
erable laughter when he read into 
the record an excerpt from a speech 
by M. H. Aylesworth, then presi- 
dent of the National] Electric Light 
Association, before a 1924 conven- 
tion. in which Aylesworth advised 
the delegates: ‘“‘Bring more of the 
young ladies here the next time 
and let the departments let more 
men off from their work. Don't 
be afraid of the expense. The pub- 
lic pays the expense.” 

Prof. Thomas said he took em- 
ployment with the power company 
Jan. 1. 1927, as secretary of the 
Alabama State Committee on Pubtic 
Information. This position was 
similar to that held by J. B. Sheri- 
dan in Missouri. For the first four 
months his salary was $300 a 
month. but it was then raised to 
$666.66 a month. After corre- 
spondence with other state direc- 
tors of utility information, he de- 
cided he could spend his time and 
the utilities’ funds to better advan- 
tage as a research expert. He con- 
tinued as such an expert until July 
1 this year. During the 18 months 
of his ‘tenure in office, the two pow- 
er companies contributed $1000 a 
month for his salary and office ex- 
penses. 

Spent $24,000 in Year. 


Kilian testified that the annual, 


expenses of the Southwestern divi- 
sion of the National Electric Light 
Association ranged from $2000 to 
$20,000. A condensed receipts and 
expenditures account showed that 
during the fiscal year ended June 
30, this year, his division had re- 
ceived $39,000 and expended $24,- 
000. Of the receipts, the national 
headquarters of the association was 
credited with $22,500. 

In his speech before the 
Memphis convention, Gilchrist 
sought to discredit persons who fa- 
vored Government ownership and 
operation of public utilities. 

“It is of the most vital impor- 
tance in the utility situation that 
privately owned State controlled 
companies be allowed to progress 
and develop without interference 
along the lines which have brought 
them to their present state of effi- 
ciency.”

“Every effort should be 
made to co-operate with school au- 
thorities in the establishment and 
maintenance of courses in. public 
utility economics. 

“All companies will find school 
authorities ready to co-operate in 
safety work. Some individual 
companies and various State com- 
mittees on public utility informa- 
tion have profited by the opportu- 
nity of furnishing schools’. with 
textbooks on public utility prob- 
lems. 

Points on Planting Propaganda. 

“To be acceptable to school au- 
thorities and to be really effective, 
reading matter for the schools 
should be free from direct propa- 
ganda. Plain instruction in facts 
about public utilities will be unob- 
jectionable to school authorities 
and will accomplish the purpose 
ef disseminating correct informa- 
tion and arousing the interest and 
friendliness of the students. 

“Motion pictures also offer ex- 
cellent opportunities for reaching 
the schoo] children. One company 
is making extensive use of pictures 
in schools. Another company has 
posted on the walls of scores of 
schools in the State it serves a bul- 
letin giving facts about the State, 
but never any propaganda about 
the company. This company be- 
lieves the result is that school chil- 
dren constantly seeing the name of 
the company associated with facts 
about their State’s greatness are 
beginning to associate the com- 
pany itself with the progress of the 
State.”’

Sia oe APUINCT CUSTOMS TAY 


Her Attorney Raises Rights of 
Modern Woman in Taking 
Case to Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Rights 
of the modern woman form the 
basis of the appeal oi Mme. Ganna 
Walska, wife of Harold F. Me- 
Cormick, from the ruling of the 
collector of the port of New York 
that she must pay duty on cloth- 
ing and jewelry valued at $2,500,- 
000 if she wishes to bring them 
into this country. 

Mme. Walska had argued that 
she Is a resident of Paris and 
therefore free to bring in her per- 
sonal belongings without payment 
of duty. 

Her contention was overruled by 
Philip Elting, Collector of the Port, 
and her iawyer has appealed to 
| Washington. The Collector ruled 
'that as she is the wife of a citizen 
of the United States whose resi- 
[dence is in this country, her resi- 
dence also is here. 

The appeal points out that Mme. 
Walska and McCormick, although 
not legally separated, have been 
living separately and that she has 
established her residence abroad 
by purchasing a home, a theater 
and setting up a business estab- 
lishment in-Paris.. Taking up the 
old common law which regards a 
man and wife as a Single identity, 
Henry D. Bulkley, her lawyer, 
writes, in part: 

‘The enlightened. and progres- 
sive conception of feminine rights 
has worn away every rule of law 
or custom which placed the wife 
in a different or less favorable po- 
sition as a human being than her 
husband. 

“The. right to manage and own 
her own property, to retain her 
earnings and to protect and safe- 
guard her rights by the vote has 
now become an accepted fact. The 
proposition that a wife is an inde- 
pendent thinking being whose 
wishes are not subordinate to those 
of her husband is now almost uni- 
versally accepted as axiomatic.” 

Whatever the ruling in Washing- 
ton, it was indicated that the case 
probably would be carried to the 
highest court of jurisdiction in the 
country, the Court of Customs Ap- 
peal. 

Mme. Walska was permitted to 
take from her trunks a few be- 
longings which customs officials 
said had been purchased in this 
country and were therefore not 
dutiable. If she loses her oase, 
the trunks can be shipped back to 
Paris without payment of duty.

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U.S. WRITING NOTE ON 
FRANCO-BRITISH PACE 


Text of Message on Naval Ac- 
cord to Be Made Public 
After Delivery. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The 
American reply to the request from 
London and Paris for comment on 
the Franco-British naval accord 
proposals had not been dispatched 
today so far as could be learned, 
although there were indications it 
would be in the hands of the two 
Foreign Offices possibly by the 
end of the week. The text of the 
communication will be made pub- 
lic after it has been delivered 
abroad. 

No additional information as to 
the contents of the note under 
preparation was available after 
the meeting of President Coolidge 
with his Cabinet from which Secd- 
retary Kellogg emerged with a 
sheaf of papers under his arm. “It 
was mentioned, however, that 
when the American Government 
had found it expedient to make 
specific proposals as to naval dis- 
armament supplementing the 
Washington treaty agreements: it 
had called a conference for the 
purpose. Some of the Powers in- 
vited accepted the American invi- 
tation, while others refused to dis- 
cuss the question. The reference 
was to the refusal of France and 
Italy to join in the original Amer- 
ican project for a five-Power con- 
ference. 

President Coolidge thinks a tri- 
bunal such as the original five- 
Power conference proposed by the 
United States was the proper place 
for conducting negotiations for 
further naval limitations rather 
than the airing of exchanges on 
the subject in the press. Whether 
this is to be taken as indicative of 
the character of the reply that has 
been drawn up in connection with 
the Franco-British naval accord 
is not clear. 

In some quarters a feeling was 
expressed that the White House 
Viewpoint would be satisfied by 
deferring all of the limitation 
questions raised in the Franco- 
British accord to a meeting of the 
preparatory commission on disar- 
mament in Geneva. As there was 
no specific or general reference to 
that body today, however, it ap- 
peared certain that the procedure 
favored by the Washington Gov- 
ernment if further naval limitation 
by the major naval Powers is to 
be attempted would be through a 
conference of those Powers, There 
was no intimation, however, that 
the Washington Government had 
it in mind to make another  at- 
tempt itself to get the five leading 
naval Powers into such a confer- 
ence. 


Britten Criticises Anglo-French 
Naval Accord. 

SOUTHAMPTON, England, Sept. 
25.— Before sailing for home today 
on the Leviathan, Representative 
Fred A. Britten of Wlinois, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, strongly criticised 
the Anglo-French naval] accord. He 
said that rood relations among na- 
tions could be established onlv 
when “all cards are on the table, 
face uppermost. America knows 
no other diplomacy.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. —He- 
bert Hoover had a busy day today, 
working for a while on his Eliza- 
bethton, Tenn., speech and receiv- 
ing reports on the political situa~- 
tion in the Middle West.

with newspaper correspondents, 
but would not disclose whether his 
campaign plans would be extended 
to include addresses in a number 
of cities to which he has been in- 
vited, including a recent invitation 
from St. Louis. 

Gov. John Hammill of Iowa 
brought to the Republican presi- 
dential candidate a survey of condi- 
tions in the corn belt and Iowa in 
particular. The Governor was ac- 
companied to the Hoover headquar- 
ters by Dr. Hubert Work, chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
miteee. 

With Roy O. West, secretary of 
the Interior Department and for- 
mer secretary of tha National 
Committee, Hoover also discussed 
the political situation in the Mid- 
dle West. Plans for an extension 
of the campaign work in that sec- 
tion frere considered, 

Hears From Wisconsin. 

From Walter J. Kohler, Repub- 
lican nominee for Governér of 
Wisconsin, the presidentia] candj- 
date received information on con- 
ditions in the Badger State. Koh- 
ler said afterward that the Hoover- 
Curtis ticket had “a ood chance” 
to carry the State but said he 
would withhold a more positive 
prediction until after the forthcom- 
ing visit of the Democratic presi- 
dential candidate, Alfre.. 1. Smith. 

Hoover's press conference was 
one of the briefest on record, 
Making his way through the group 
of nearly half a hundred news- 
paper men in the semi-circular 
room at his headquarters, the 
candidate announced that he had 
nothing on his mind and said fn re- 
sponse to questions that he was 
unable to help the correspondents 
with respect to a number of sub- 
jects with which they treated. 

These included whether he was 
to extend his speaking tour; 
whether his Elizabethton speech 
would deal with water power: and 
if he was to speak in St. Louis on 
his way back to his California 
home to vote. It was disclosed 
that the nominee had a very strong 
invitation from St. Louis, but his 
acceptance would depend upon the 
route of his homeward journey, 
whether it carries him to the north 
or to the south. Invitations also 
have been received from a number 
of other cities and these likewise 
are under consideration. 

Schedule for Southern Trip. 

During the day, Hoover put the 
final stamp of approval upon the 
schedule for his trip into the South 
early next month Leaving here on 
his special train on the night of 
Oct. 5, he will go direct to Elisa- 
zethton, where he will speak in 
midafternoon of the next day at the 
patriotiv and industrial celebration 
which will be held at that time in 
that mountain town. 

When his train reaches the Vir-

“MIGRATORY BIRDS.” 

The brief filed with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission by Judge Priest against the transfer of 
control of the St. Louis Public Service Co. (successor 
of the United Railways) to a holding company or- 
ganized under the laws of Delaware, embodies objec- 
tions familiar to readers of the Post-Dispatch.

They were laid down by James Russell Lowell and by Carl Schurz; they are incor- 
porated in our Federal Constitution; they guarantee religious liberty to all, and 
they forbid the use of the religious test as a qualification for public office. 


By an EX-CIRCUIT JUDGE. 


ARL SCHURZ, among the most emi- 
nent, if not the most eminent, of genu- 
ine naturalized American citizens, said: 
Never was there # truer word spoken than 

that of James Russell Lowell when he caid 
that “THIS REPUBLIC WOULD ENDURE 
ONLY 4S LONG As [IT FAITHFULLY AD- 
HERED TO THE PRINCIPLES OF THOSE 
WHY HAD FUUNDED IT.” What he meant 
was that, if our people ever ceased to respect 
ann to believe in the high ideals of rignt, 
Justice and liberty. set up by the fathers of 
the republic and expressed in the Deciaratiun 
of Independence, and again repeated im ithe 
original Constitution and the ten amendments 
thereto our democracy would lose the element 
of conservative poise necessary for its stability. 
and the republic, while perhaps remaining a 
republic in name, would not remain one in cs- 
sence. Without popular reverence for those 
ideais. without popular belief in those high 
principles, to appeal tc. a democraty wil] in- 
evitabiy be ru'ed by greed and selfish amb:- 
tien. and the powers of the government will 
be more and more grasped and used to serve 
the ignoblest umpuises of human nature. 

The truth of this statement of this grand 
American citizen has been demonstrated ty 
recent events, 

Veneration, reverence for the fundamen- 
taf constitutional principles underlying and 
supporting the Government, seems most un- 
fortunately for us to be a thing of the past. 
Irreverence, disregard of constitutional 
principles is the order and fasion of the 
day. We will not stop to consider the cause 
or causes leading to this unfortunate cond‘ 
tion. 

One of the two great political parties haa 
nominated for the presidency an outstand- 
ing and upstanding genuine American, who 
happens to be a Catholic in his religious 
belief; every newspaper throughout th- 
land contains a reference to the fact thet 
the Democratic presidential candidate is a 
Catholic. I maintain that any citizen of 
the United States who votes against the 
Democratic candidate solely because of his 
religious belief is not a genuine American 
citizen. This brings me to the proposition 
that no citizen can be genuinely American, 
or ought to be esteemed by his fellow-citi- 
zens as such, who does not in his heart and 
with his mind and soul venerate the funda- 
mental constitutiona] principles that are the 
very life and essence of genuine American- 
ism.

Article I of the original ten amendments. 
which were practically adopted contemp .- 
raneously with the original Constitution, 
nrovides: 


SHALL EVER 


Congress shall make no law “respecting an 
etablishment of religion of prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof: or abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press, or the right ef peo- 
pie peaceably to assembie and te petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances, 
These constitutional provisions which are 
the foundation upon which our Govern- 
ment rests were crystallized as living prin- 
ciples after centuries of strife and biood- 
shed. They are principles of government 
for liberty-loving people the world over. 
They are the distilled essence of centurics 
of struggle and strife made at the cost of 
milliong of human lives and human sacri- 
fice in every conceivable shape. 

The framers of our Constitutian. were a1! 


profoundly religious men in the best sense 
of the term, nine of the signers of ths 
Declaration of Independence were profess- 
ing Catholics, and at least one of then, 
Charles Carrollton of Carrollton, was of a 
family that stood in the front rank of the 
Catholic church. Many of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence belonged 
to other Christian denominations and some 
of them were adherent to no. particular 
faith, vet, every one of them was an Amer- 
ican citizen, ready to sacrifice his life and 
his worldly goods in order that the 13 
coloniés should be a free and independemn* 
people.

These words of O'Connell] deserve to be 
printed in letters of gold and framed m 
platinum and a copy thereof hung over the 
mantelpiece or fireplace, or in the most 
prominent part of the home of every maui, 
woman and child throughout the land. 
Here was a Catholic statesman whose native 
land had been made to suffer because of ite 
prevailing religious faith and yet he reco,- 
nized the great truth embodied in the Cor- 
stitution of the United States. a truth that 
unfortunately is not yet realized by many 
so-called men of religion—men who cai! 
themselves servants of God—men whe 
wear the livery of God but serve not the 
All-Father! 

No man has the right to call himself an 
American whose conduct in hig daily lite 
with his fellow-cftizen is in conflict witn 
these principles. No man Who asks Nis 
fellow-gitizen: when a candidate for anv 
public office—the least as well as the great- 
est in honor and importance—“To what 
church do you belong?” “What is your 
religion?” with the purpose of #etefmin- 
ing whether to vote for or against the can- 
didate. is an American in the true, and. 
therefore, the best sense of that term. The 
very existence and perpetuity of our coun- 
try as a free and independent nation. the 
very life of our people as a nation and ou: 
continuity as a democratic Republic de 
pends upon the faithful observance of our 
organic law. 

2s am not a member of the Catholic 
church; I believe I am absolutely free of 
religious bigotry or prejudice.

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CARE OF WINDOW SHADES. 
INDOW shades are often 

W neglected on cleaning days 
and left to their own ways. 

Wear and neglect 

their shabby 


soon show in 

appearance. Good 

shades are rather expensive and it 
pays to take care of them. 

To do the cleaning job properly, 
roll the shade up to the top and 
then lift it out of the sockets Then 
lay it on a clean floor or large ta- 
ble; unroll it slowly, wiping across 
evenly with a soft cheesecloth or 
flannel. When one side is cleaned, 
turn it and repeat the cleaning of 
the other side. Roll the curtain 
up again, dust the fixtures and re- 
place it. New cords added occa- 
sionally freshen them up. 

Now, if the shade should happen 
to be spotted from greasy, moist 
or soiled fingers, take the shade 
down and lay it over a folded soft 
cloth directly under the spot, then 
with a soft cloth wet with a regu- 
lar cleaning fluid that is designed 
for the purpose, or common car 
bona; clean a little at a time, rub- 
bing gently with a circular motion 
so as not to leave a water ring. 
Sometimes a soft piece of bread 
rubbed over the dirty places will 
clean them, or a little dry starch 
spread over and moistened with a 
few drops of water and allowed to 
dry, then brushed off with a soft 
clean brush will do the job. 

If shades get shabby at the bo 
tom they may be turned upside 
down by cutting off the hem close, 
then freshly hemming the new 
end. This cannot be done with the 
double-faced shades that are dark 
green on one side and white on the 
other, but it works all right with 
the linen or Holland shades, 

Many of the new shades are 
made of glazed cambric in a good 
quality and are colorful and also 
durable. The bathroom shades of 
the fine rubbercloth, the same as 
that used for the shower curtains, 
must nearly always be made ct 
home on account of the differing 
window sizes. The cloth comes in 
charming patterns and is not very 
costly. The advantage in using it 
is that it may be washed or wiped 
off very readily and is as good as 
new. Many women use the same 
material in the kitchen, where the 
curtains are apt to be spattered or 
the steam and cooking grease in 
the air makes them streaked. 


Fringes, tassels and heavy lace 
are variously used, but should be 
avoided in dusty smoky cities, for 
they get shabby quickly and cease 
to be decorative. In many places 
a cheap dark green shade is put 
up for summer use under t reg- 
ular shade and removed in the fall.
